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Molybdenum and tunysten wires for tuba construction are drawn in the york 
shops of the OSY. Apparently the East Zone does not have another plant ca- 
pable of drawing wires of the srallest diametors. Since the Soviets dis- 
wantled all modern equipment and installations for the drawing of fine wired, 
makeshift production facilities have been installed at OS! with antiquated 
nachinery and inadequate equirnent. Ilence, production costs are twelve 
tines as hinh as they would be under nomsal conditions. Because of the im 
provised production methods many rejects are found because the wire splits 
while it is being draw. Joseph Lesinsky, a chemist, is in charve of the 
wire production. 


“The zrid winding installations (S4tteorwicke124inrichtuncen) at OS' are at 


rresent still operated manually. Only the grid for the tube 6 AC 7 is pro- 
duced by a machine. Of this type of machine, only one rodel is avatilabie 

which Is not reliable and frequently broaks dom. Tube assembly takes place 

in roons absolutely unfit for such york. As thore are sas-heatod pumps in 

thene tube assembly sheds, the women workine there have to suffer from an in- 
tolerabb heat. During the assenbly of tubes 6 SA 7, 6 V 6, 6 AG 7, AL 4 and 
524, nany, rejocts ocevrred because the yomen had not been properly instructed 
in the assembly of tuben. The shop’ foremen, who have been selected according to 
their political attitude rather than for thoir technical ability, are not pro- 
ficient at all and incapable of supsrvising the tube assembly. ‘Jork preparation 
is very Inadequate. Frequently, delays occurred because the rarts were not ready 
These deficiencies caused a reject quota of °O rercent, After hundreds of tubes 
of inforlor quality vere rroduced, the deficiencies vere slowly eliminated. Now, 
however, the eheckins of tubea is done by a specialist «ho ir able to rerforn 
his tasks independently and without influence from the workshops and never misses 
a faulty tuhe. 


Irrortant chemical ineredients for the production of cathode raste are sunplied 
by a firm in Fuerth (Bavaria). The shipmonts are not cent directly to 2%" but 
to an intermediary firm in Berlin-Reinictendorf (Freneh Sector). OSY produces 
itr ovm erthode oleoves for all tubes. The proper production of the cathode 
raste poses a problen of creat importance to OW and has not been solved satia~ 
factorily. In July 1949, OSU hired a chenist to work especially in this field. 
Until nov, cathode production showed a hieh nunber of rojoets. The copied 
American tubes never reach the sare capacity as the orizinal US tubas. 
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
